Troops Sent to Proect the New See
quoda Park Created by Congress,
The opder providing for the teansfor
this spring of Captain Dorst’s  troop KK,
Faourth eavalry, from its present station
at the Presidio of San Franciseo to the
new public reservation known ns So-
quola national park wil insure the
propor guardiauship of this valuable
tracl, says the New York Times. The
Fifty-first congress set apart a portion
of  the sequoln groves,  belter
know uns the Big Mroes, of
Tulare county, in California, ns
a publie pleasure ground *for the benetfit
and enjoymant of tlw people,™ Thepre-
amble to the act clared that *“the
rapid destruction of timber and  ornn-
mental trees in vavious parts of the
[Tnited States, some of which trees are
the wonders of the world on account of
their size, makes it o matter of impor-
tance thnt at lenst some of said forests
should be preserved, Thut this state-
ment does not overstate the faoet 'Ihn 6x-

perience of California  shows
soquoin groves and forestsof that state
cover o Inrge ageremite aren, A few
of the novtherdmost, like the Tuol-
umne, Mercod, Maviposa, and Fresno,
are well known, although most of the
lnst named has disappoared in an ad-
jucent sawimill, but the main body
south of King's river, neavly all in
Tulare county. They are in groups and
